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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -21 are presented for examination. 

INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 

2. The information disclosure statements filed on September 29, 2006 and. 
November 2, 2006, complies with the provisions of MPEP § 609. They have been 
placed in the application file, and the information referred to therein has been 
considered as to the merits. 

Specification 

3. The applicant must provide the serial numbers for the related applications 
indicated on page 1 of the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fisher et al. (Publication Number: US 2004/0044700 A1 filed August 28, 2002, 
hereinafter Fisher). 
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6. Regarding Claims 1 , 8, 1 3, 1 4, and 1 8, Fisher teaches a method for improving 
the recovery time from a lost database in a vts automation system. 

The method and. associated system for improving the recovery time from a lost 
database In a vts automation system as taught or suggested by vts includes: 

receiving one or more operations that are determined to be wasteful (paragraph 
0035); detecting when wasteful operations are performed (paragraph 0035); recording a 
value that is spent on the wasteful operation (paragraph 0044); and storing the value 
(paragraph 0029), the value is used to quantify the impact of a performance in a

database (paragraph 0044). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the method of Fisher to include a timestamp because a 
timestamp could provide a physical time for the recovery and improvement of data from 
the lost database. 

7. Regarding Claims 2-7, 9-13, 15-17, and 18-21, the limitations of these claims 
have been noted in the rejections presented above. They are therefore rejected as set 
forth above.
